Society, refers to the civil rights movement as "the horror that is now upon us.” Events in Los Angeles

On March 15,1 965, President Johnson asked Con- 
gress for the legislation King, had demanded. Con- 
gress passed the legislati on August 4: The . 
President signed it on August .6: 

On August 8, U. S. Attorney General Katzen- 
bach said .trained’ federal examiners .were ready.- _ 
to start registering negroes* as voters dn five-south- 
ern states— ^ including illiterates who cannot even 
sign their own names. ^Katzenbach^pronounced it =- 
fair to force southern states to grant illiterate 
negroes the vote (though they would be ineligible 
to vote in several northern states hot affected' ‘by 
the Voting Rights Act)*, because, he asserted, the 
southern states have been registering illiterate 
whites. <2) Katzenbach presented ho evidence to 
prove his assertion. 

Martin Luther King who had 1 watched Presi- 
dent Johnson sign the Voting" Rights Act - — "esti- 
mated that the law would give the ballot to about 
one million southern negroes who had never be- 
fore qualified to vote. Obviously, racial' agitators 
— supported by the federal government — - will 
herd illiterate negroes to the polls in southern 
states, to vote for candidates 'approved by 'the 
liberal establishment. 

The Los Angeles insurrection erupted five days 
after the monstrous 'Voting Rights' Act of 1965 
became law. Every such unconstitutional law that 
grants favoritism to negroes will trigger more 
violence, because' agitation 1 for the laws, — and 
the laws themselves.— are further indications to 
negroes that whites are their, enemies.

**MORE EQUAL THAN EQUAL: Civil rights 
for negroes ‘has come- to mean that harming a 
negro is a national disaster requiring federal ac- 
tion, ‘even when siich action violates the 'Consti- 
tution; but- routine negro -violence against whites 
is beneath, the notice of, federal, officials; Negroes, 
must be' .given employment preference, though 
they already hold a disproportionate share of all 
goxernment-jobs.. . y 

^DISCRIMINATION IN. REVERSE: For years, 
civil rights agitators clamored for an end to racial 
discrimination so that negroes would' be treated 
as' individuals, without regard to’ race. They’ now 
demand facial discrimination for negroes, against 
whites. 

** WASHINGTON: THE MODEL CITY: Eisen- 
hower in 1954' and Kennedy’ in 1963 said that 
■racial-, integration should convert, the; nation’s cap: 
ital into a showplace. It did: The school system — 
segregated' .on an orderly and equal basis before 
1954 — is now segregated because whites are flee- 
ing the city. Negroes constitute 55% of the total 
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Washington population, but, **mmit 85,% of all 
reported crimes. Sex crimes ha\-/>ecome s'o numer-^ 
ous- that police -provide escort service for women. 
This condition isf not due to previous' mistreatment 
of. negroes,. Jf ..results from agitation by high offi- 
cials, - including -Presidents, of .the. United States., 


**A LAWLESS SOCIETY: Supreme Court de- 
cisions have crippled law enforcement, and have 
freed hardened criminals already convicted; Su- 
preme Court Reversals of state and local, convic- 
tions against racial agitators -have made it diffi- 
cult for -states to control mob violence. Statements 
by- the Court encourage- mob violence as a means 
of social protest.

**THE FRUITS OF LIBERALISM: As crime rates 
soar and barbarism spreads in our land, the courts, 
racial' agitators, civil rights activists, do-gooders, 
federal officials continue to destroy the power of 
law, enforcement .to protect society. Prominent 
churchmen urge civil disobedience — another 
name for anarchy. The National Council of 
Churches urges racial agitation, which leads, to 
•lawless violence. Totalitarian liberals - have led 


us down this path: 'witness the grim fact that 
crime rates increase at the same pace as public 
spending- for welfare. 


**COMMUNISM IN THE CIVIL RIGHTS 
MOVEMENT: Robert Kennedy (when Attorney 
General) said the FBI had no evidence of com- 
munism in' civil rights groups; but the FBI di- 
rector said communism in the civil rights- -movei 
ment is vitally important.

;group. is the NAACP. More than 70 .of its top 
officials- have communist front records^ 


**CIVIL RIGHTS OR CIVIL WAR?: In 1965, 
hundreds of out-of-state, leftwing "lawyers held 
hearings, in Mississippi — armed with quasi-gov- 
ernmental. power to issue subpoenas and compel 
attendance and- testimony.

Mass Disobedience 
Endangers Nation

The following article ( reprinted with permission, from the 
July 25, 1965, issue of The Kansas City Star) was written by 
Charles E. Whittakers whom President Dwight D. Eisenhower 
appointed, an. Associate, Justice of the, U. S. Supreme Court in 
1957. Justice Whittaker retired, because of health, in 1962. 

Can any thoughtful person reasonably believe 
that a- disorderly society can .survive?. In all re- 
corded history, none ever has.. On the contrary, 
-history shows that every" .society which became 
lawless soon succumbed, and that (the. first, evi- 
dences of each society’s decay appeared in the 
toleration of disobedience of its laws and the 
judgment of its courts. 

These are ancient and "universal lessons. Yet, 
in recent times, all of us have daily seen 1 and" 
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heard an ever-increasing numbejjT^ accounts that 
show, with urimistakable clarity;|^c rapid spread 
of a planned course of lawlessness in our land 
that threatens seriously to get out of hand, and, 
Hence, to destroy law and order. 

"While, of course, all of our crime is not due 
to any one cause, it can hardly be denied that a 
large part of our current rash and rapid spread 
of lawlessness has 'derived from planned and or- 
ganized mass disrespect for, and defiance of, the 
law and the courts, induced by the irresponsible 
and inflammatory preachments of some self-ap- 
pointed leaders of minority groups, “to obey the 
good laws, but to violate the bad ones” — which, 
of course, simply advocates violation of the laws 
they do not like, or, in other words, the taking 
of the law into their hands. 

And this is precisely what their followers have 
done and are doing — all under the banner of 
“peaceable civil disobedience,” which their lead- 
ers have claimed to be protected by the peaceable- 
assembly-and-petition provisions of the First 
Amendment to the United States Constitution. 

In truth, that conduct is neither “peaceable” 
nor “civil” in nature, nor is it protected by the 
First Amendment, as we shall see. f 

In furtherance of that philosophy, some of 
those leaders have' incited their followers to as- 
semble at a focal point, from far and wide — 
often, unfortunately, with the encouragement 
and physical support, and also frequently at the 
expense, of well-meaning but misguided church 
organizations — into large and loosely assembled 
groups, which at least resemble mobs, to wage 
what they call “demonstrations” to force the con- 
.cession of what they demand as their “rights” in 
defiance of legal processes, the courts, and all 
constituted authorityr — * — = 

Because of general familiarity with the pat- 
tern, only a word as to the nature of those “dem- 
onstrations” is needed. In the beginning, they 
consisted of episodic group invasions and tem- 
porary appropriations of private stores, first by 
sitting down and later by lying down therein, 
and eventually by blocking the entrances thereto 
with their' bodies — conduct which has always 
been known as criminal trespass. 

Seeing that those trespasses were applauded by 
many, even in high places, and were generally 
not punished, but, rather, were compelled to be 
appeased and rewarded, those leaders and their 


incited groups /'"Sickly enlarged the scope', of" 
<•. their activities D^nassing and^ marching on the 
sidewalks, streets and highways — frequently 
blocking and appropriating them to a degree that 
precluded their intended public uses. And that 
conduct, too, being nearly always appeased, the 
pattern has rapidly spread, as one might expect, 
pretty generally throughout the land, even into 
our university campuses, and there is some re- 
cent evidence that it is now threatening to in- 
vade our military forces. 

“Crime,” says Webster, means: “Any act or 
omission forbidden by law and 1 punishable upon 
conviction.” It can hardly be denied that those 
trespasses violated at least the criminal-trespass 
laws of the jurisdictions involved, that those laws 
imposed penalties for their violation, and, hence, 
that those trespasses constituted “crimes.” 

In the first place, that conduct cannot honestly 
be termed “peaceable,” for its avowed purpose 
was and is to force direct action outside the law, 
and hence was lawless, and, of course, inherently 
disturbing to the peace of others. One can hardly 
deny the truth of the statement written- by Mr. 
Justice Black, joined by two other justices, in 
June, 1964, that “Force leads to violence, vio- 
lence to mob conflicts, and these to rule by the 
strongest groups with control of the most deadly 
weapons.” 

In the second place, that conduct cannot hon- 
estly be termed “civil disobedience,” for the sim- 
ple reason that willful conduct violative of crim- 
inal laws is not “civil,” but is “criminal” dis- 
obedience. 

And lastly, that conduct is not protected by 
the peaceable-assembly-and-petition provisions of 
the First Amendment. That provision reads: 
“Congress shall- make no law . . . abridging . . . 
the right of the people peaceably to assemble and 
to petition the government for a redress of griev- 
ances.” Surely, nothing in that language grants 
a license to any man, or group of men, to violate 
state criminal laws. Rather, as Mr. Justice Rob- 
erts wrote upon the subject in 19S9, “the privilege 
of a citizen of the United States to use the streets 
and parks for communication of views on na- 
tional questions must be regulated in the in- 
terest of all; it is not absolute, but is relative, 
and must be exercised in subordination to the 
general comfort and convenience, and in con- 
sonance with peace and good order . • • .” (Em- 
phasis added.) 
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Would not every thinking^ierson also agree 
with the statement made vi\_/ recently by the-, 
president o.£ Yale university in a speech at De- 
troit, that the current rash of “demonstrations” 
makes “a ludicrous mockery of the democratic 
debating process”? 

The pattern of forcing demands by mass or 
mob actions/ outside the law and the courts, has 
proven — as certainly we should have expected — 
to be tailor-made for infiltration, use and take- 
over by rabble-rousers and Communists who are 
avowedly bent on the breakdown of law, order 
and morality of our society, and, hence, on its 
destruction. 

Even though those results may not have been 
contemplated, and surely weren’t wished, by those 
Americans who so advocated and* participated — 
either conspiratorily, financially or physically — 
in such disobedience of our laws, nevertheless, 
they did advocate that philosophy, and they did 
put its processes into action, and however well — 
even if ignorantly — motivated, cannot now es- 
cape responsibility for its results. 

As we have all seen, the pattern of the process 
has now spread into the campuses of most of our 
great universities. A sampling of examples of 
what is there occurring may be seen through a 
few brief quotations. 

The California state superintendent of pub- 
lic instruction, in commenting about conditions 
on the campus at Berkeley, recently said: “Dem- 
onstrations there provided a vehicle for infiltra- 
tion by rabblerousers, redhots and Communists 
and resulted in assaults, kidnappings, and im- 
prisonment of police officers, the commandeering 
of public-address systems, and their use in spew- 
ing over the campus the most filthy four-letter 
words, and the general breakdown of law and 
order.” 

An Associated Press dispatch of Wednesday, 
May 19, in speaking of lawless demonstrations 
in progress at the University of Wisconsin, said 
that one of the “leaders” there openly espoused, 
from a public rostrum on the campus, that “The 
students should band together to bring down the 
government by any means.” It also said that the 
“demonstrations” there had now been infiltrated 
and were being led by “eight to a dozen” ring- 
leaders who are operating under “pretty good 
cover,” and at least some of them are known mem- 
bers of the DuBois clubs of America, which Sen- 
ator Dodd and J. Edgar Hoover have recently 
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described as aA'new Communist-oriented youth 

organization.! ^ ^ * 

✓" 

These “demonstrations” have even invaded 
Howard university — the. largest Negro university 
in our country. In a recent interview, its presi- 
dent, Dr. Nabrit, says that he is meeting on his 
campus “open defiance of law and order,” which 
he characterized as a part of a campaign “to 
bring the university into general disrepute.” He 
warned that even though those “demonstrators” 
parade under the banner of civil rights, “they do 
not believe in civil rights for anyone. They are 
children of lawlessness and disciples of destruc- 
tion. They are people who cloak themselves in 
the roles of civil righters but plot and plan in 
secret to disrupt our fight for justice and full 
citizenship. They must,” he said, “be unmasked 
for the frauds that they are, and must be fought 
in every arena.” 

A very recent issue of The Kansas City Star 
contained several articles about the general 
break-down of law and order on our college cam- 
puses. One of them fairly put. the finger on the 
cause. It did so by quoting one of the “demon- 
strating students.” He was asked why some stu- 
dents had abandoned historical “panty raids” 
and similar college pranks for open and riotous 
rebellion. 

“Why,” he said, “You could get kicked out of 
school for conducting a panty raid and things of 
that kind, but no one is ever kicked out or pun- 
ished for demonstrating for something like civil 
rights.” 

It is thus plain that the students, knowing just 
as everyone else knows, that riotous conduct in 
the name of “civil rights” is not being punished, 
but is being tolerated, have been thus encouraged 
to continue and spread their riotous actions. 

These lawless activities, nauseating as they 
are, can hardly be surprising, for they are plainly 
some of the results that we should have known 
would inevitably come from tolerating open and 
direct preachments to defy and violate the law. 

Another recent article quoted some comments 
of J. Edgar Hoover about the effects of spread- 
ing crime upon the personal safety of our citi- 
zens. He said: 

“There is too much concern in this country 
. . . for the ‘rights’ of an individual who com- 
mits a crime. I think he is entitled to his [legal 
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rights] ^ but I think the citizenxof this country 
aught- to be table 4 t’o-walk all- 1 (^streets of our 
cities without being- 'mugged j, raped < or robbed. 
“But,” he said,, -bye can’t do that today.” -And he 
added: “All. through the. country, almost with- 
out' 'exception, this condition prevails.” 

The April 10, 1965,- issue of the magazine 
America contained am artidei on -the imperative 
need for, certain and severe punishment of crime, 
'which made, many pertinent observations,, in- 
cluding this one: 

.. /‘[Government], has no right to turn the cheek 
of its citizens. Instead, it is gravely obligated* — 
by the- very purpose of its existence — to fee to 
their protection.” 

To this, I say Amen. 

There are, of course, first duties of citizenship, 
but there are also first duties of government. It 
■is* undoubtedly- true, as recited in -the theme of 
the recent presidentially' proclaiihed Law day, 
*1965, .that “A Citizen’s First' Duty Is- To' Uphold 
the -Law,” but it ’is also a- first duty of government 
to enforce the law. 

.Because some of our citizens will not volun- 
tarily perform their “first duty” 1 to uphold <the 
law, our governments, state and federal, are, as 
said in the article quoted from America, “gravely 
obligated — by the ver y purpose of [their] ex- 
istence — to see to [the protection’ -of the peo- 
ple]” by : at least making- them obey -the law. 

All of us have been often told, and many of 
us have preached, that crime does not pay, but 
the recent rash and spread of law defiance, and 
the successes — even though tenuous and tem- 
porary — .of that philosophy in obtaining: goals, 
seems to compel a reappraisal of that concept for, 
— from what ’we see currently happening, one can 
reasonably believe that certain types of crime are 
being permitted to pay. 

Probably because of- a* rather -widespread recog- 
nition that, at times and in -certain sectors,:some 
of our colored brethren have suffered unconsti- 
tutional discriminations, and because many of 
us have been sympathetic to the ends they seek— 
and have not, therefore, thought very much 
about the destructive means they have embarked 
upon to- attain those ends — there has been a 
rather general public apathy toward .their preach- 
ments to violate, and their practices in violating, 
our laws'. 


But whatever ja^y have been the provocations* 
r — and, doubtk^/.there have -been" some —--no 
man *or any group .or race- of men cam be :per- 
mitted, in-a, government of laws, to .take^the law,- 
or what they think ought, to be the law, into their 
own hands, for that is anarchy which always re- 
sults in chaos. ' * 

The fact that the provocations may have .been 
themselves constitutionally unlawful* cannot jus- 
tify unlawful means for their resolution. Both' 
types of conduct are wrong — constitutionally 
wrong, the* one as much as the other* And, ob- 
viously; two wrongs canriot make -'a right*. 

All discriminations that violate the Constitu- 
tion arid' laws of the United States -are. readily, 
redressible -in our courts which^have* always, been 
open to all citizens. And/no one. has, any r.oomj^o, 
doubt that,; if he will resort to those courts, and 
have the patience f to await their processes. — 
as we all iriust do- in *an ordered society — all 
his constitutional and legal rights will be’ vouch- 
safed to him, whatever his creed or color. 

But there has been impatience with the; ju- 
dicial! processes manifested by- the recent hue and 
cry for “action now. — not the delays of the law.” 
Obviously, that cliche, too, calls for direct action 
in disobedience of the laws, the judgments of 
the courts and of all constituted authorily. 

It is true' that legal processes, being refined 
and deliberative processes; are .slow. Brit like, 
tbe mills of the gods,* though they grind slowly, 
they grind exceedingly fine, and their judgments 
are most likely to be just:* 

In all events, there is no other orderly Way to 
peaceably and fairly decide the issues that arise 
among us, and to have an ordered liberty. 

The great pity here is that these minority 
groups are, by their unilateral mass actions out- 
side of and in defiance of the law, actually erod- 
ing and destroying the legal processes which 
alone can -ever assure to them, or permanently 
maintain, for them, due process and equal pro- 
tection of the laws, and that can, thus, protect 
them from discriminations and abuses by. ma- 
jorities. 

Last May, Lewis F. Powell, president of the 
American Bar Association, in a speech dedicating 
the new, Missouri Bar center at Jefferson City, 
said: 
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“Many centuries of humanL_jsery show that 
once a- society departs from thprule of, law, -and, 
everyman ^becomes the* judge of which laws he 
will obeyj only the. strongest remain free.” 

I think we must all agree with his conclusion 
that “America needs a genuine revival of respect 
for. law and orderly processes, a reawakening of 
individual responsibility, a new impatience with 
those, who violate and circumvent our laws, and 
a determined insistence that laws be enforced, 
courts respected and due process followed.” 

We 'must take the laws into our -hearts rather 
than into our hands, and seek redress in the 
courts father than in the streets if we are to sur- 
vive***^* -^‘civilized nation: * * - ■> 

The remedy' is as plain as the threat. It is 
simply to insist/that our governments, state and 
federal, reassume and discharge their “first duty” 
of protecting the people against lawless invasions 
upon . their persons .and property by the impartial 
and vigorous enforcement of our criminal laws 
and' by the swift, certain and substantial punish- 
ment thereunder of all persons whose conduct 
violates those laws — ' and to do so immediately, 
and Hopefully before planned and organized 
crime- has spread beyond the capacities of our 
peace-keeping machinery to control and suppress. 

These. are not platitudes, but are fundamentals 
and vital, as every thinking man should see, to 
the survival, of our civilized and cultured. society.

A New Constitution' 


W ASHINGTON— The United States of America 
apparently has a new “Constitution,” tthough it 
ha$ never been submitted by Congress to the 
states of the union for ratification or rejection. 
The structure cdme into being nevertheless with 
the assumption by Congress of 
new powers enumerated in the 
Civil Rights Act of 1964 and 
now further enlarged by the 
Voting Rights Law signed on 
Aug. 6, 1965, by President 
Johnson. The new “Constitu- 
tion’' declares, in effect, that, 
with or without the approval 
of the President, Congress 
may at any time make laws 
based on the following “find- 

I ings” or conclusions: 

1— Congress possesses the power to pass a law 
requiring a prescribed “racial balance” in public 
schools and directing that pupils shall be 
transported from one school to another irrespec- 
tive of residence in a particular school district. 
‘Balance’ 

1 2-Congress possesses the power to require that 
each school shall have a specified percentage of 
negroes, Protestants, Catholics and Jews, based 
on census statistics in a given area. 

3— Congress possesses the power to order the 
removal of any school superintendent or members 
of any school board who do not conform to the 
orders of the U. S. Department of Justice in 
taking the steps deemed necessary by the Federal 
government to eliminate what it considers a form 
of discrimination. Federal school superintendents 
or special “examiners” could be sent out to 
various districts to correct “racial imbalance” in 
any school. 

4-Congress possesses the power -hi order 
federal funds withheld from a state as e whole or 
from any county or city therein whenever the 
statistics are interpreted by Congress as 
indicating a suspicion that discrimination by 
reason of race or color or religion may have 
occurred in the employment practices of a 
contractor, subcontractor or supplier of products 
or services having any connection with govern- 
ment contracts which 'cover public -works or any 
other federal project. 

5— Congress possesses the power to order the 
suspension of all tests or other methods used in 
qualifying would-be -voters whenever the statistics 
can be construed to mean that there appears to 
have been a “racial imbalance” in the number of 
persons voting — as, for instance, when less than 
.50 per cent of.residents of voting age registered 
or voted in 1964. Congress has the power to alter 
at will the required proportions. 

6— Congress possesses the power to make a 


finding” and then require every residential- 
building project - or single-family home — 
financed or insured directly or indirectly 
by the federal government or its mortgaging 
agencies to be inhabited by a certain racial or 
religious ratio in a given area. 

The fact that Congress in the 1964 Civil Rights 
Act did specifically forbid the correction of any 
‘ raciai imbalance” in Ule public school does not 
mean that Congress has in any way surrendered 
the right to impose such rules whenever it feels 
they are desirable. Rather, this confirms that 
Congress feels it now -possesses the power to 
correct at any time by Federal law what it may 
decide is “racial imbalance.” 

Much of the new “Constitution” will be 
enforced, as it already has been, by executive 
order and without any law of v Congress. The 
President, for instance, now is being qsked by 
negro leaders to correct an alleged “racial 
imbalance” at the U. S. Naval Academy at 
Annapolis, the U, S. Military Academy at West 
Point, the U. S, Air Force Academy at Colorado 
Springs, and the other service schools for train- 
ing officers. 

Also, while ihreats to withhold Federal funds 
are at present confined to areas within a state 
and to particular projects, the right to exercise 
such powers more broadly is considered to be 
inherent in the new “Constitution.” Indeed, Vice 
President Humphrey, in a speech last May, is- 
sued this warning to the nation’s school boards: 
“The choice is simply this: to continue 
receiving Federal aid and desegregate or to 
sacrifice Federal aid and desegregate anyway.” 
End, Means 

The theorists who have evolved the new 
"Constitution” have argued ever since the New 
Deal that the method of changing the original 
Constitution as prescribed in that document is 
“too difficult” and “time-consuming” and that, if 
an objective is meritorious, it doesn’t matter 
what means are used. This concept, in effect, 
assumes that it is right to alter any signed 
contract without the consent of the other parties 
to the agreement. This is but another way of 
saying that “the end justifies the means.” 

A Supreme Court majority inthe last few years 
has already concurred in some of the basic 
principle of the new “Constitution” and in 
various decisions has rationalized these funda- 
mental concepts as in keeping with “the spirit of 
the times,” Tliis trend now can be reversed only 
by electing some day a President dedicated to the 
original Constitution and to the amending process 
ittias specifically prescribed for the- making of 
changes in the law of the land whenever desired 
by the people.

What’s Wrong With 




The answer w> nothing! But there is 
a great deal wrong with what is being 
done today in the ns me of civil rights. 

Let’s begin this brief survey with two 
basic premises. (3 ) There are injustices to 
our Negro citizens still prevalent in some 
places* And they should be eliminated. 
(2) A huge majority o£ the American 
people, of both races, who now give their 
moral support to the civil rights move- 
ment, are good people, with idealistic mo- 
tives. And their excellent intentions must 
be realized. 

But let’s put both of these observations 
in proper perspective. And in doing so 
let’s bring some hard truths and plain 
common sense to bear on a very tricky 
subject. For it is stupid to sink a great 
ahip because it has a few dirty splotches 
that need cleaning. And unless there is i 
better and more rapid understanding of 
what is really taking place, the Commu- 
nists are going to sink our whole ship of 
State Under the excuse that they are trying 
to wash away the dirt. 

I fatten 

The Communists themselves have re- 
peatedly emphasized that the American 
Negroes should supply the leadership for 
Negro participation everywhere in the 
worldwide revolution, became the Ne- 
groes in the United States arc so much 
better off than those anywhere fire in the 
world. But the whole truth goes much 
further. 

A. The average American Negro has 
n tremendously higher material standard 
of living than Negroes anywhere else; 
and far higher, in fact, than at least four- 
fifths of the earth’s population of all races 
combined. As Herbert Hoover pointed 
out a decade ago, the fifteen million Ne- 
groes then in the United States owned 
more automobiles than all of the 1 50 mil- 
lion Negroes in Africa and the 150 mil- 
lion white people in Russia put together. 

B. The average American Negro not 
only has a far higher standard of literacy, 
and better educational opportunities, than 
Negroes anywhere else; but a higher level 
of literacy, in fact, than the average for 
all races on ac least four-fifths of the 
earth. It has been pointed out, for in- 
stance, by many authorities, that a far 
larger percentage of all American Ne- 
groes receive college education s^tha a the 


complete and absolute disregard of those 
differences, and a pretense that they do 
not exist, must be forced by federal law 
upon the total population everywhere, 
and with respect to every activity of hu- 
man life. These agitators themselves 
know, of course, that any such accom- 
plishment by Uw and force k impossible. 
And it is the last thing in the world that 
they would really want today. In fact, as 
was emphasized by that truly great Ne- 
gro American, Manning Johnson, out of 
his personal knowledge, the Communists 
have for decades done everything they 
could to prevent Negro progress, and thus 
maintain these differences as grist for 
their mill. What the agitators want is the 
turmoil they can bring about by the in- 
creasing stridency of their demands. As 
J. Edgar Hoover has wisely pointed out, 
the Communists have no slightest interest 
in really improving the lot of the Ameij- 
ican Negroes, but only in using the No* 
grots and the racial problem to promote 
Communist purposes. 

-& "fUsVnak Bfnwtfy 

For the civil rights movement In the 
United States, with all of its growing 
agitation and riots and bitterness, and in- 
sidious steps towards the appearance of a 
civil war, has not been infiltrated by the 
Communists, as you now frequently hear. 
It has been deliberately and almost wholly 
created by the Communists, patiently 
building up to this present stage for more 
than forty years. The record to support 
this statement Is absolutely clear to any- 
body who will take the trouble to study, 
honestly and objectively, the history of 
Communist activities with regard ro what 
they early named "The American Negro 
Problem.” In this long endeavor the Com- 
munists have faithfully followed two of 
their major and time-tested formula*, 

A. First is the formula known ns 
nnti -colonialism. This begins with the 
baric pretense that Communism is an up- 
rising of the downtrodden masses against 
powerful bosses who exploit them. This 
premise, in turn, ri one hundred percent 
falsehood. Communism is entirely an ef- 
fort of a self-perpetuating clique of in- 
ternational gangsters, usually out of the 
very top economic, educational, and po- 
litical circles of each country, to impose 
their j.yjanay rigi dly and comnkxeiv on 


atrocities and massacres. Into supporting 
or appearing to support Communist guer- 
rilla leaders la their clamor for "Inde- 
pendence ” Eventually, in this way, the 
synrhelic and prolonged "civil war” could 
furnish the excuse for Communists in the 
top circles of various governments and 
in the United Nations to "negotiate” the 1 - 
colony into independence — always as a 
transition stage towards its becoming a 
colony of the Soviets. And probably more 
hundreds of thousands of innocent human, 
beings have been brutally tortured and 
murdered, as a means of creating this ap- 
pearance of a native "civil war for in- 
dependence, ” than for any other purpose 
in human history. 

The final step in this development, 
which really brings k home to ourselves, 
is the concept — apparently originated by 
Stalin — tjiarthe Negroes- in the south- 
eastern United States could be treated as 
an "oppressed colony,” with the same agi- 
tation among them on behalf of their 
"independence” and "self-determination.” 
This lint was officially laid down in 1928, 
in a Communist pamphlet called Amer- 
ican Negro Problems — which was writ- 
ten, and distributed as instructions to the 
American Communists, by Stalin's agent, 
Joseph Pogany, who had earlier been one 
of the top men in the incredibly cruel but 
shortlived Communist regime in Hungary 
under Bela Run. And there is almost 
nothing being done in the whole civil 
rights movement in America today which 
is not exactly in. accord with the "agita- 
tion and propaganda” program set forth 
In that booklet. 

B. But r second formula has always 
been predominant. For in the opening 
paragraph of the very pamphlet discussed 
above, establishing the "anti -colonialism” 
rheme for agitation among the Negroes in 
America, there was this italicized sen- 
tence "The struggle against while oppres- 
sion of the Negro manes is a part of the 
proletarian revolution in America against 
capitalism” So the more general formula 
at work, behind what the Communists 
call their Negro Revolutionary Move- 
ment, is simply the process of adapting 
every possible bit of agitation and prop- 
aganda, even for the most specialized 
aims, to the service of their general pur- 
pose of gradual subversion of the Ameri- 
can sysrem. 
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The Communists say that the exact 
boundaries of the Negro Soviet Republic 
are undetermined; but that — as an- 
nounced nearly forty years ago — * "it 
would be certain to include such dries as 
Richmond and Norfolk, Ya.; Columbia 
and Charleston, S.C.; Atlanta, Augusta, 
Savannah, and Macon, Georgia; Mont- 
gomery, Alabama; New Orleans and 
Shreveport, La.; Little Rock, Arkansas; 
and Memphis, Tennessee.” They make 
clear that this "promise of liberation” to 
the NegrOes is simply one of the means of 
Soviet izing all of what i$ now the United 
States. A careful study quickly reveal* 
that every part of the civil rights program 
has been designed, and is being carried 
forward, as a step in the Communist 
srraregy for these purposes. And the cur- 
rent leaders of the nationwide civil righti 
campaign have such extensive records of 

affiliating with 

Communists, of being guided, trained, and 
supported by Communists, and of them- 
selves supporting Communist agents and 
causes, as to make their real, purposes as 
obvious as sunrise to anybody who will 
simply we honestly the intelligence that 
God gave him. 

The same intelligence will also grasp 
that the American Negroes as a whole 
did nor plan this, have not wanted any 
part of it, and are no bigger dupes in 
yielding to the propaganda and coercion 
of the comsymps among them, than are 
the white people of the United States in 
$w allowing the portions of that propagan- 
da which are labeled idealism. The Com- 
munists could never take over one nation 
after another with only about three per 
cent of the population belonging to the 
conspiracy ~ as they repeatedly do, and 
by using the same formulas over and over 
— - -unless they could deceive huge seg- 
ments of the other ninety-seven percent 
Into doing most of their many different 
jobs for them. 

"Civil Right*” is a perfect example of 
Communist strategy and Communist 
tactics at work — - so far successfully — 
in making an anti-Communbt people help 
to fasten the tiny but almost infinite 
chains of a central Communist tyranny 
around their bodies and their liven. And 
we think It is time for our fellow citizens, 
white and black, thnm&hiuit rim «rh<*1* 
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C. The average American Negro has 
complete freedom of religion, freedom of 
movement, and freedom to run his own 
life as he pleases. His security of person, 
and assurance of honorable treatment by 
his fellow citizens in all of the Utilitarian 
relationships of living, have hern exactly 
on a par with those of his white neigh- 
bors. The environment for life, liberty, 
and the pursuit of happiness, enjoyed by 
the average American Negro, has been far 
superior to that of any race or any people, 
among at least ninety percent of the 
earth's population. 

D. So what is all of the complaining 
about? Basically, the answer is very sim- 
ple. It is through the opportunities origi- 
nally provided by the economic enterprise 
of the American whites, through emula- 
tion by the American Negro of bis w hite 
neighbor’s ways, and through gradual 
adoption and absorption of the various 
spiritual, material, and political elements 
of the white American's culture, that the 
American Negro has been able in a brief 
hundred years to raise himself to this level 
so far above the vast body of mankind, 
^ith the inevitable result, under the cir- 
cumstances, that he has not yet achieved 
a par with the very leadership he was 
emulating; and that there still remain dif- 
ferences, as x general rule, in the eco- 
nomic, literate, and social levels of the 
two races. 

These differences, and the natural or 
human-natural results of these differences 
—although they had been steadily and 
peacefully diminishing everywhere — still 
vary tremendously in different parts of 
our country. And the agitator* behind the 
civil rights movement demand that x

This process was not primarily the re- 
sult of altruism, ft developed automatic- 
ally from a realistic self interest, and 
from the commercial progress in colonial 
areas which wi* being promoted by 
pioneers from the mother countries. But 
as a consequence of the total forces at 
work, the natives were coming more and 
more to regard themselves as loyal mem- 
ber* of those greit empires of which 
Paris or Brussels or The Hague might be 
the capital. There was no more sponta- 
neous demand or natural desire for "in- 
dependence" among any of t^idse colonial „ 
peoples in 1920 than there was among ’ 
American Negroes in 19J5. 

So the Communists had to create in 
each, colony the appearance of such a de- 
mand, and the semblance of a civil w r ar 
on behalf of "independence." They have 
done so, in one colonial area after another, 
through terrorizing enough, natives* by 



extent it might damage the working of 
Formula B. For every promise to the 
Negroes, every use made of the racial 
problem, every iota of bleeding-heart 
sympathy created over supposed or even 
real injustice to the Negroes — these 
things are all subservient in Communist 
plans to their one great goal of fastening 
the police-state tyranny of z central 
government over the American people.

We know you are a very busy man and that because of your 
position, you are unable to become involved' in controversial — — — ^ 

issues. However, it seems that you are the only person to whom 
we can turn. 


We have read MASTERS OF DECEIT and numerous documents by the 
HCUA and SISS. When examining the events of the. day (especially 
in the "civil rights" movement) and comparing them with the facts 
contained in these documents, we have become very concerned. 

Our church condones civil disobedience. Elected officials 
have encouraged civil disobedience and give preferred treatment 
to agitators. Tax money is being used to .put' up bond to release 
those- arrested for .lawbreaking. The news media* glamourizes mob 
action and "plays up" any Incident. against a "civil rights" worker 
and practically ignores the terrible beating, mutilation and sub- 
sequent death of Mr. Perry Smaw of Greensboro* Alabama. 

We are a family ^'of five living on $3,500 a year. ’ We have tried 
to obey all laws (whether we liked them or not) . We do riot want any 
sympathy or a hand out — just the opportunity to work and better 
ourselves. But as each law is passed to make life easier for the 
lazy and the lawbreaker, our ambitions become harder to attain. Are 
we to be punished for trying to assume our responsibilities? 




Needless to say we are losing confidence in our elected 
officials, the news media and religious leaders when they ignore a 
condition which we as- just plain citizens can so clearly see. If we 
can get no assurances and positive action from those sources, to 
whom are we to look for leadership? 

The John Birch Society seems to be the only organization 
that is working to maintain a. constitutional government and preserv 
the freedom of the individual. We have attended meetings, lectures-' 
and presentations of the Society as well as -read some of their 
material. As far as we can- see, the only "sin" the Society has • 
committed is to acknowledge that there Is an International Con- 
spiracy. And to work- -actively to expose, it. Can you direct us' to 
any material about the Society or has the F.*' 3. X. issued ariy 
statement that could be of use to us in evaluating the John Birch-. ,

T am writing for information. The John Birch Society has become, 
slightly active in my community. The matter concerns whether or not I 
•would apply for. membership, i am in whole-hearted agreement against 
Communism. Yet, I hesitate .because I do not know enough about the John - 
Birch Society. 


I did check to see if it is on the subversive list and found it was 
not. However, perhaps it is approaching the borderline. I, certainly do 
not want to join any group which is against the good of our country, 
let the reverse is also true: I do not want to -straddle the fence and not 
give support to a worthwhile cause. 

I am a reserve officer with service during World Ifer n and the Korean 
police action. I am an active reservist and a mobilization designee. In 
addition I am an engineer working for RCA under contract to NASA. In 
addition I. have -five: children to set a, good example. All of these and 
other considerations dictate that I not join or align with anything unless 
I am sure it is in the best interests.

The forty-five "CURRENT COMMUNIST GOALS” listed below appeared in the Congressional 
Record of January 10, 1963. They were taken from the "Naked Communist” by W. Cleon Skousen, 
who began his extensive study of Communism during his sixteen year term of service with 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation. Mr. Skousen is now field director of the American Security 
Council. 


1 . U« S. acceptance of coexistence as the only alternative 
to atomic war . 

2 . V . S . willingness to capitulate in preference to en- 
gaging in atomic war . 

8 . Develop the illusion that total disarmament by the 
United States would be a demonstration of moral 
strength . 

4 . Permit free trade between all nations regardless of 
Communist affiliation and regardless of whether or 
not items could be used for war . 

6 . Extension of long-term loans to Russia and Soviet 
Satellites . 

6 . Provide American aid to all nations regardless of Com- 
munist domination . 

7 . Grant recognition of Red China . Admission of Red 
China to the UN . 

8 . Set up East and West Germany as separate states in 
spite of Khrushchev's promise in 1955 to settle the 
Germany question by free elections under super- 
vision of the UN. 

9 . Prolong the conferences to ban atomic tests because 
the U.S. has agreed to suspend tests as long as nego- 
tiations are in progress. 

10 . Allow all Soviet satellites individual representation in 
the UN. 

11 . Promote the UN as the only hope for mankind. If its 
charter is rewritten, demand that it be set up as a 
one-world government with its own independent 
armed forces. ( Some Communist leaders believe the 
world can be taken over as easily by the UN as by 
Moscow.
